controlling interest in the Pioneer 
State bank. That institution went in- 
to bankruptcy a little less than two 
years ago, and following that Mathews 
was indicted on the charge of embez- 
zling $550,000 from it 


He pleaded guilty on March 6, 1922, 


to a charge of embezzling $200,000. 
The offense consisted of using bank 
money to take bonds alleged to be of 
no real value covering a timber and 
coal proposition in West Virginia, one 
of the_ enterprises linked up. with the 
Securities company. '"The court gave 
him from one to tea years in prison. 


Five months- afterwards he made 


application to the supreme court" to 
order him released from prison. His 
attorneys claimed to have found 
a 


-way out for him. It was that the law 
In force -at the time he committed the 
offense had been repealed by he time 
he was arraigned and pleaded guilty, 
and that bcause when the legislature 
repealed *this law to substitute another 
embezzlement statute, it had failed to 
attach a saving clause which would 
have kept alive all prosecutions uriHer 
the old law. - 


Mathews' hopes were dashed a 


month ago, when the supreme court 
sustained the conviction of Hay A. 
Lower, Valparaiso banker, who raised 
the same plea. In that case the court 
said that a general saving clause 
existed, and that the legislature had 
not issued any pardons by implica- 
tion.

The,tone of the editorial is 
decidedly uafriendly to the aciion of 
the Nebraska conference 'and 
the 


bishop, and holds that -Dr. Buckn'er 
should have been given a. trial, on 
charges of heresy. 


Introducing the subject, the Herald 


says:

."In the face of a rising tide of ad- 


verse public opinion expressed by 
_ a 


large group of the ynost 
influential 


leaders both within Methodism and in 
the world outside'the church, the Ne- 
jbraska conference-has been forced at 
last to tell why it retired Rev., J. D. 
M. Buckner." 
' 
Discussing the statement of the Ne- 


braska conference, the Herald holds 
that the official document is n«tller 
impressive or convincing arid slems 
to reveal a panicky effort to get away 
as far as possible from 
the 
'funda- 


mental issue in the 
Buckner case, 


which has to do, with the heretical 
teachings of the minister in question 
to the safer ground of his 
alleged 


"unacceptability." 


"It does not require much insight 


to perceive from' the foregoing quo- 
tation that the Nebraska- "Statement 
of Facts" is a "deny-everything" type 
of document, and'therefore should be 
subjected to caieful analysis ' before 
being accepted at its full value," saya 
the Herald- 
Zion's Herald does not believe that 


public opinion will rest satisfied wiui 
any such dogmatic statement as thai 
Mr. Buckner was not retired on ac- 
count of heresy. 
Among other things Zion's Herald 


says:

• "Mr. Buckner, according to the sup- 
erintendents and the .committee oil 
conference relations, was guilty either 
of holding views contrary to Metho- 
dist tenets or, in the language of. the 
discipline, of "disseminating" his be- 
liefs in faith-disturbing form.

either case, the question turns on his 
so-called radical teachings. 


"Why was not Mr. Buckner tried in 


straightforward fashion for "dissemi- 
nating publicly or privately doctrines 
which are contrary to our articles.of 
religion"? It is said that he "did not 
demand a trial of the 
conference," 


which is true; but it is equally, true 
that he did just what every Methodist 
ministers-would do first or all in seek- 
ing vindication on a charge of spread- 
ing heresyr-t-he talked with his bishop 
and saioV'l think I ought, to have a 
trial" After his bishop had answer- 
ed' "I do not sfe any necessity for 
that. And besides, where are the 
charges?" what hope was there in his 
demanding a trial 
from 
the con- 


ference? 
•"Not a single thing was done by 


either the bishop, his cabinet, or the 
committee- on. conference relations to 
prevent Mr. Buckner from having a 
trial' says the 'Statement-of Facts.' 
Yes but'we do not read that any 
one of these officials took a single 
positive step in helping this minister 
to get a hearing on his teachings and^ 
a decision as to their soundness or 
unsoundness. We know of nothing in 
the discipline that estops a bishop 
from appointing some one to bring 
charges against a conference member, 
and that 'some one' could have been 
found without difficulty 
in this in- 


stance.

"There nas been considerable mis- 


understanding"~:regarding the function 
of a church paper. The first business 
of such a publication, in the defen- 
sive phase of its work is the protec- 
tion not of "a bishop or a district 
superintendent or even an annual con- 
ference as such, but of the interests 
of the kingdom of God, and of the 
church in so far as it correctly repre- 
sents those interests. The New Re- 
public's editorial constituted a scath- 
ing arraignment of Methodism. What 
were editors to do in face of the at- 
tack?

"You're never down and out until 


you think so yourself." 


This is her message of hope deliv- 


ered to prison inmates from coast to 
coast—a message which has become 
a slogan in penaf Institutions where 
the honor system is In vogue. Then 
the other mfess'age—••which she says 
could well be carved over the doors 
of prisons which do not 
have this 


system. 
"Leave hope behind, all ye who en- 


• ter here." 


She said that Warden Fenton and 


his associates-'do more to raise the 
heads of prison inmates than all the 
legislation. 


"If hope for the future is lifted from 


today, it is the blackest pall under 
which you can travel. A black state 
of mind makes discipline Impossible. 
Do not turn back the dial to mid- 
night. I dread to think of the change 
in the mental attitude "of prison in- 
mates if you go back. The honor sys- 
tem makes a citizen instead of 'an- 
other criminal." 


Warden Fenton, in discussing the 


Fred Brown case and in answer to 


• critics, said that Brown was spn'a«ced 


to serve from one to ten years ror au- 
tomobile stealing. 
He, the warden, 


recommended parole after Brown had 
served one and one-half years. Certain 
records concerning Brown's past were 
desti;oyed«in a flood. Neither the vrax- 


tden nor the board of pardons knew of 
their existence at the time. 


"Fred Brown did not commit a 


crime while on- parole," said the war- 
den. 
And under the old system he 


probably would have been sentenced 
to one year flat in which case lie 
would have served less time than he 
did serve. The Kirk case also is held 
up as an example. His case did not 
come under the indeterminate sen- 
tence law. 


"I would rather show mercy and 


make an occasional mistake than to 
never show mercy. You say both po- 
litical platforms recommended repeal 
or-modification. What do a few men 
meeting in state convention know of 
'•the workings of the law? How,are 
•we to reform men without a law which 
K>~es them a chance?"

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—Death, suffer- 


ing and property destruction came to- 
day with the most severe blizzard of 
the season blanketing the country. 


From Oregon to Maine and from the 


Canadian boundary to the Texas coast 
the storm raged. 


High winds lashed 
Pacific coast 


chipping and four vessels 
were in 


distress. 
One vessel in the .Atlantic 


sent out S. 0. S. calls. 


Eight deaths resulted from the cold 


•weather in the northwest where temp- 
eratures ranged from 10 to 25 below 
zero. Three died in Chicago, with the 
official thermometers recording five 
below. 


Milk supplies were short due to in- 


ability of farmers to negotiate snow 
driited roads, and a serious cut in 
deliveries from St Paul, Minneapolis, 
Chicago and other northwest cities 
was threatened. 


The weather bureau announced the 


cold wave will continue indefinitely as 
no let-up is in sight.- 
The storm, which swept across the 


country from the northwest, was car- 
ried to the eastern oast on a gale 
•which reached seventy-two miles an 
hour in New York City. Many were 
injured by breaking of glass. 


Traffic was demoralized thruout the 


northern states. Trains were unable 
to buck. the drifts and high winds. 


. Wire companies reported losses which 


will reach millions of dollars. 


. A blanket of ice covered the winter 


wheat fields. If not thawed soon, 
there is great danger of the crop be- 
ing smothered. .

Thielen and Osborne of 
thu democratic minority voted with 
the majority for an ivestigation. The 
democrats voting against it were 
Banning, Fries, Gumb, Purcell, Reifen- 
rath, Shellenbarger, Smrfia and To- 
mek. Barr of Gage, republican was 
absent and not voting. 


Reed's motion calls for a committee 


of three to act with a house commit- 
tee. Lieutenant Governor Johnson ap- 
pointed Reed, Hastings and Thielen 
as the senate committee. 


The Reed motion asks for an im- 


mediate investigation of all expending 
agencies of the state, at least as to 
their financial condition, and for the 
use of state records and employes.

Only Minor Amendments Presented 


by Men Who Have Heard Dis- 


cussions and Debates Be- 


fore Them. 


H. R. 272, the bill desired by the 


bankers of the state as a preventive 
of future failures, was reported to the 
general file by the committee on bank- 
ing Thursday morning.with but a few 
minor amendments. 


"This is the bill which the governor 


objected to at first, but which has 
been changed in a few particulars to 
meet criticisms and which will be- 
come a. storm center in the next few 
days. 
The bill provides that the governor 


shall appoint a committee 
of nine 


bankers from various districts in the 
state, and afterwards each of the nine 
bankers' group shall select a repre- 
sentative. The secretary of the de- 
partment of trade and commerce is to 
be its chairman. 


Its chief function-is to act as an 


advisory board, and 
it is expected 


that being in a position to accurately 
know the condition of failing banks, 
it will be able to manage or aid them 
in such a way as to prevent them 
from closing their doors. 


The features of the bill over which 


a contest is expected relate to the 
use by this board of advisors of ex- 
aminers of their own to go into the 
•banks, and the handling of receiver- 
ships by the association in ,the inter- 
est of economy.

The Absolute Despotism. 


Because it has been the custom to 


do anything is always sufficient war- 
rant for doing it, whether it is or is 
not an intelligent thing to do.

MEN AND THINGS 


A bill has been Introduced In the house to permit 


cities and towns to join in the development and op- 
eration of a water power site. This was the advice 
given recently to the meeting of delegates to the state 
league of municipalities by Secretary Thompson of the 
national association. Is this a case of talking about the 
closing of the stable door after the disappearance of 
the horse? We wonder. For a number of years we 
have been talking of doing something, In a concerted 
public way, "with our water power, but we have gone 
no further than that. Meanwhile there has been a 're 
mendous private development, and this is culminating 
in a number of combinations. These furnish power 
cheaper than Isolated city plants, and are getting e-v ea 
the town business. 


Why do they still talk abont a ship subsidy down at 


Washington? We do not know of anybody in this sec- 
tion of the country who thinks that that is a good busi- 
ness transaction for the United States, and there Is a 
lot of opposition to it in the east. A subsidy of any 
sort IB nothing else than taking money from one per- 
son to make certain the profit of another. We have 
submitted to this In the tariff because of the general 
public prosperity that came from making this a manu- 
facturing nation, but most persons are of the opinion 
that the manufacturers have been helped enough 


You probably hare your pet aversions. Mine Is to 


see a picture of John D. Rockefeller. Not that I_havf 
anything against the man 
He invented a system of 


getting rich without any possibility of failure, but he 
has expended a very large part of that sum in helping 
people In a helpful way. He has built large hospitals, 
endowed a medical foundation that In time will enable 
science to trhunjph over disease, and he has used bis 
money In many other ways for the benefit of humanity. 
If what he got had been divided up among a thousand 
or so of MS none of It would have gone Into these tre- 
mendously worth while things. Age and the lack of a 
digestive apparatus has made him so frail and thin that 
he ought to bar persons from taking photographs of 
him. 


Nobody wants to pay any higher prices for what they 


need and desire than they did before the war. Then 
-irhy are prices so much higher than eight or nine years, 
ago? Because nobody wants to work for any lower 
wages or return than they did during the war. We talk 
about prices being the result of the play of natural 
forces. Well, here are two natural forces working in 
exactly opposite ways. ^Perforce we must sit on the 
side lines and let them play. We are also talking a 
lot about being able to reduce taxes, but we are not 
going to be able to do that so long as we retain any 
activity that we have added in the past as necessary to 
proper wellbeing of the government. The same rea- 
sons that bring about high prices cause high taxes. 


In 1911 tho "Union Pacific paid a little over four mil- 


lions In taxes. Last year it paid over 13 millions. Un- 
doubtedly the gentlemen who did the taxing thought 
they were soaking the rich good and plenty, when in 
fact every producer along the lines of that road, in Ne- 
braska and elsewhere, contributed in high freight rates 
every dollar of the Increase. With taxes four times 
what they were twelve years ago, how can anybody 
expect freight rates to materially decr«ase? Soaking 
the rich may soothe our feelings at the time we are do- 
ing the soaking, but, dash it, they don't stay soaked. 
They have an uncanny ability to pass It on, which is 
probably one reason why they are rich. 


Borne smart Englishman, writing a preface for one of 


our own novelists, undertook to expluin to English 
readers the meaning of slang words contained therein. 
He said that "doggone" IB Puritan for damn, a eu- 
phemism, as be called It. The fact that It ia nothing 
of the sort is besides the case. It is the thing for the 
smart writer of today to decry the Puritan strain in 
MS, to make sport of it If a person shows a strong 
tendency to decent conduct he is a Puritan, ha ha! It 
he uses the language of orderly conversation, out with 
Silm; he is a Puritan. If a woman dresses In con- 
sonance with good taste and with due regard to mod- 
esty, she is a Puritan, meaning, of course, that she is 
a hypocrite, that what she would like to do is to strip 
as do her Bisters of the half-world. What a rotten 
standard some of the modern literary lights pretend to 
maintain.
